McLean Greased With Oil. 


“The other telegram was that he 
was just trying to get in touch with 
a Republican committeeman in the 
District of Columbia. I never knew 
that McLean was particularly inp 
touch with the Republican organi- 
zation. I thought he used to in- 
flict himself on the Democratic 
party until he got greased with oil, 
and then he got over where he 
would feel more at home. 

“I do know that the President of 
the United States could have called 
up some kind of a Republican or-

Yet the very next day, over 
the private wires that led from the 
White House, in which the Ameri- 
can people place all their confi- 
dence, a message goes to McLean 
down at Palm Beach.” 


Lodge Defends Coolidge. 

Some time after this, Lodge 
called at the White House. Late 
in the afternoon Lodge arose, with 
the most lengthy explanation of 
the telegrams that has yet been 
given, devoting himself chiefly to 
the message asking McLean to ad- 
vise the President with whom Mr. 
Coolidge should confer. Lodge 
said: 

“Mr. President, that is really a 
perfectly trivial telegram and per- 
fectly explicable one. MF. Pres- 
cott is the chairman of the Re- 
publican Committee of the District 
of Columbia, a very reputable man, 
as I have been informed, and a re- 
spected citizen of the District. The 
President had talked with him be-

He sent for him that evening to 
ask him about some District mat- 
ter.

‘The matter required prompt ac- 
tion, and the President wished to 
find out who was here that could 
take Mr. Prescott’s place and give 
him the information he desired.

“It was in the evening, at half- 
past nine, to be exact, and the 
President’s other secretary had 
gone.

Detailed Account of Debate in the 


Senate. 
By the Assoclated Press. 

Senate discussion of the Presi- 
dent’s telegrams was opened by 
Senator Harrison with the declara- 
tion that when the American peo- 
ple found out that messages signed 
by the President of the United 
States had been sent to McLean “it 
will cause them further to shudder, 
to¥tremble, and lose confidence— 
my God—in this Government of 
ours.”’ 

“It is bad enough,” he said “when 
men employed at the White House 
send messages to Ned McLean; 
when he admits openly, by his con- 
fession that he has deceived the 
American people, misrepresented 
facts, aye, even that he has even 
lied about the matter. It is bad 
enough when messages go to Mc- 
Lean from employes at the White 
House, when. alj this is breaking, 
when the teapot is boiling over. 

“It is bad, too, when secret serv- 
ice codes, known only to the of- 
ficials of the Department of Jus- 
tice are employed by Ned McLean 
and the employes of,.the Depart- 
ment of Justice’ in communicating 
with each other. But when the 
facts are revealed that Ned Mec- 
Lean, while all this guilt is being 
heaped upon him, seeks the Presi- 
dent of the United States for in- 
formation and consultation—here 
is the message: 

(Heflin here read the message 
from Mr. Coolidge to McLean ask- 
ing him to advise-with Slemp, and 
noted that the message was sent the 
after McLean admitted that 
his first story of the loan to Fall 
was false.) 

Wants Real Explanation, 

“IT hope that some real explana- 
tion can be made by the President, 
With the country in fever heat as 
it is today, it is incumbent on the 
President to give a statement to 
remove the suspicion that attached 
to that telegram, not that Bascom 
Slemp, the secretary of the Presi- 
dent shall give out a statement, 
that the

“IT am aware that already there | 
has been sent out or given out, 
from the White House, 
three lines, making some kind of 
an explanation of it, they think, 
but that is given out by Bascom 
Slemp. Bascom Slemp is the man 
who was appointed by the Presi- 
dent after it was shown in the 
other House that he _ accepted 
money from applicants for appoint- 
ment as postmasters and he said 
he turned it over to the Republican 
national committee to help pay the 
deficit. Bascom is the man who 
went to Florida, and who a dozen 
times in Florida, as shown by the 
testimony, ate with Ned McLean. 
and Fall was present practically 
every time.” 

“IT want to suggest to the Sena- 
tor,”’ interrupted Dill (Dem.). 
Washington, “if it would not be 
interesting for the President to in- 
form the country why he asked 
Mr. McLean to ask Mr. Slemp, the 
President’s private secretary, in- 
stead of asking Mr. Slemp direct- 
ly. What is the relationship, that 
Mr. McLean should be the go-be- 
tween between the President and 
his own private,secretary?” 

“I cannot understand it at all,” 
returned Harrison, “and I sincere- 
ly hope for the good of the coun- 
try and in the interest of restoring 
public confidence that the Presi- 
dent will feel that he should give 
out a statement under his own 
Signature and I pray that it will 
be plausible, and that it will be 
thorough in explanation of this 
whole transaction.” 

Lodge Replies to Harrison. 

Lodge started the discussion 
anew late in the day when he 
gave his explanation of the Presi- 
dent’s telegram to McLean asking 
him to see Slemp. Lodge con- 
tinued: 

“The Senator from Misstssippi 
referred to something besmirch- 
nig his reputation. because. I sup- 
pose the telegram was addressed to 
Mr. McLean. Into that I see no 
need of going. I am not discuss- 
ing Mr. McLean's character. But 
he was known to the President 
and it was a very natural way of 
reaching Mr. Slemp if he was still 
in Florida. That is the whole 
thing.” 

Deploring the attacks upon;sthe 
President. Lodge recalled that the 
late Senator Tillman, (Dem.) 
South Carolina assailed President 
Cleveland. Lodge said he then 
had protested privately to Senators 
on the Democratic side. 

“IT think that the President of 
United States ought not to be at- 
tacked by this body,” Lodge con- 
tinued. “I think he is entitled to 
the full respect of the Senate in 
debate and of ail Senators. He is

“Lowering Character of Senate.” 


“T think it is lowering the entire |

putations as have been cast upon 
the President of the United States 
at the present time. Yor my own 
part, I make this protest against It. 

“T have known the present Pres- 
ident of the United States for many 
years. I know-him well both in 
private and in public life. His pri- 
vate life, as his public life, has been 
without spot or blemish. The-pres- 
ent scandal of corruption or con- 
duct in office has never come near 
him. 

“He came into his present great 
office under the most trying cir- 
cumstances that can beset a Presi- 
dent when he goes to the White 
House, and that is by the death of 
his predecessor. He found himself, 
of course, with a Cabinet that was 
not of his selection. He found him- 
self with a number of questions— 
political questions and all sorts of 
questions relating to’this great 
Government Which were not his 
policies—that is they were not his 


personal policies—and with whieh- 


he had nothing officially to do. The 
recent charges that have been made 
and the investigation have sur- 
rounded him with all sorts of diffi- 
culties and trying conditions. 

“I think he has borne himself 
well, very well. I do not see how 
any man could bear himself better. 
You may be assured that he will be 
as prompt to punish misdoing in 
the public service as any man who 
now listens to me in this Senate. He 
always has done it. He did it as 
Governor of Massachusetts. He 
will do it is President of the United 
States. He has done nothing to 
justify personal attack of any kind.

his own interpretation of the 
President’s remarks, which he had 
just heard. 

He ought to have put in the 
message, he testified, that ‘in his 
opinion,”’ there would be no rock- 
ing of the boat and no resigna- 
tions. But, in his hurry, he con- 
densed the message and “‘bunched” 
his interpretative report on the 
President's conference with his re- 
port as to seeing the “principal.”’ 

Drawn Out Piecemeal. 

All this came out piecemeal, and 
the witness was required by Sena- 
tors Walsh, Dill and Adams to go 
over the ground again and again. 
“So that,’ said Walsh, after he had 
drawn out the witness’s explana- 
tion of the various sentences, “a 
paraphrase of your message would 
read: 

“Saw principal, Senator Curtis of 
Kansas. Delivered message. He 
Says greatly appreciates and sen ag 
regards to you and Mrs. McLean. Tf 
was at the White House today and 
from the President’s words and 
manner and everything else, in his 
talk with the newspaper corre- 
spondents in general, formed the 
impression that there would be no 
rocking of the boat, and no resigna- 
tions. Senator Curtis expects reac- 
tion from unwarranted political 
attacks.” 

Walsh wanted to know—and his 
manner implied utter incredulity— 
how the witness could expect Mc- 
Lean to give the interpretation to 
the message that he (Bennett) had 
explained to the committee was its 
real meaning. Benn®t repeated 
that he was reporting to McLean 
on two separate occurrences and 
had perhaps been “loose” in his 
use of language. 

Senator Adams, 
Walsh, was obviously not satisfied 
with the explanation. He asked 
Bennett to tell the committee 
again what was the message that 
McLean wanted him to deliver to 
the “principal.’’ Bennett told 
Adams to look at the record. “The 
whole world knows what I said,” 
he added. 

But Adams insisted on having 
the message again, orally, from 
the witness. “I decline to. give it 
to you personally,” said Bennett. 

Acting Chairman Ladd, Repub- 
lican, agreed that the witness 
ought to answer again. Bennett 
demanded an expression from the 
whole committee. Ladd put the 
motion and the committee decided, 
with no one voicing a dissent, that 
the witness must answer: 

Sought Fount of Information. 

Bennett repeated that McLean 
had asked him to suggest some 
friendiy Republican Senator to 
whom McLean might give informa- 
tion regarding the*political aspects 
of the oil investigation and from 
whom he might receive such in- 
formation. 

Bennett named Curtis as a suit- 
able man. McLean adopted the 
suggestion and asked him to. see 
Curtis and tell the Senator, that his 
only connection with the inveatiga- 
tion was in standing up for Fall, 
etc. 

“But what part of the message 
drew the expression of great ap- 
preciation from the principal?”

He was a rich man, with a 
leased wire, and he sent a lot of 
messages, many of them foolish.” 

Curtis Repudiates Testimony. 

Senator Curtis this afternoon 
flatly repudiated the testimony of 
Bennett that he was the ‘principal’ 
in the message sent by Bennett to 
McLean on Jan. 29. 

“T have never said anything 
about this whole case that could 
not be printed in any paper and 
with which my,name could 
have been used publicly,” said 
Curtis. “I have talked to Mr. Ben- 
nett three times and there was 
nothing in the conversations that 
cannot be freely discussed. 

“The first time Bennett and, I 
believe, Major, eame to me and 
said that Mr. McLean was sick and 
did not want to come up to Wash- 
ington at this time, that his son 
had been operated on and was not 
well. They asked if I would not 
see Senator Walsh and get him to 
excuse McLean from coming here. 


“T said there was no use in my | 


seeing Walsh, that I had no par- 
ticular influence with him, and 
suggested that they see Underwood 
or Robinson and get them to see 
Walsh. I may have said that I 
wouldl speak tv Lenroot for them 
but I don’t recall whether I said 
this or not. Later I saw Senator 
ITnderwood and he said that:sub- 
penas had already been issued. 

“The second time Mr. Bennett 
came to see me regarding a speech 
i made by Senator Norris in which 
a member of Mr. McLean's family 
had been attacked. He wanted me 
to see Senftor Norris and get him 
to withdraw the reference from 
the record. I told him that I had 
already done so; that I had asked 
Senator Borah to see Senator Nor- 
ris and that, while I was talking 
with Norris myself. Senator Walsh 
came up ane also urged withdrawal 
of the statement. 

“Friends for a Long Time.” 

“T told Bennett that Mr. and Mrs. 
McLean had been friends of min’. 
for a long time and that I felt sure 
that Senator Norris would strike 
out the reference. Later that aft- 
nrnoon I ran into Bennett in the 
lobby. I told him that Norris had 
already withdrawn the statement 
from the record and told him that 
he had better ‘see the newspaper 
men about it and tell them it had 
been stricken from the record. 

‘He started to thank me and I 
said it was not necessary, but sug- 
gested that he ask McLean to wire 
his thanks to Borah and Walsh 
and when he communicated wit» 
them to give them my kindest re- 
gards. 

“T never discussed the political 
aspects of the case with Mr. Ben- 
nett at all.. I may have said when 
I told him that Senator Norris had 
agreed to withdraw the reference 
from the record that Senators 
sometimes made statements in the 
heat of debate that they had not 
intended and would not otherwis? 
have made. 

“T have never discussed this case 
with Bennett or anyone else in any 
manner that could not have been 
published freely over my name, and 
the above recites exactly every- 
thing and all that I ever said to 
Mr. Bennett about the matter in 
any way as I now recall it. I nev- 
er received any message for whic 
I should send thanks or apprecia- 
tion.’ 

In Row With Senator Adams, 

Senator Walsh asked Bennett to 
withdraw remarks in which he had 
indicated that the committee had 
been actuated by political motives. 
Bennett replied that he would 
withdraw them as to Walsh and al! 
the rest of the committee except 
Adams of Colorado. “I will never 
withdraw them as to him,” he 
said. 

Adams came to bat with a chal- 
lenge to the witness to point out 
any question of his, at any stage 
of the hearing, which had a po- 
litical coloring. 

Bennett said that he had refer- 
ence to the “horse thief” speech 
recently delivered by Adams in the 
Senate. Adams countered that he 
was not attacking the rank and 
file of the Republican party but 


some of the acts of its leadership. | 


He denounced the charge that he 
had played politics in the investiga- 
tion as “absolutely, unqualifiedly 
and willfully false.’’ 

In a ‘sizzling speech, the Colo- 
rado Senator reiterated his belief 
that the Republican party had 
strayed away after false gods. Ben-

Start of Trou 


The trouble started, according to 
McIntyre, when the local authori- 
ties drained a lake that was used 
by the Colorums in their religious 
rites. Shortly afterward the Colo- 
rums killed four constables. Later, 
he explained, 19 constables were 
killed. 


McIntyre said that he 4/4 not 
doubt that the constabulary used 
machine guns on the “fanatics,” 
but he denied that the natives 
were killed while at a religious 
service, 


“The natives are bound to each 
other by a retigious tie and they 
carry the religious spirit into their 
wars, but the constabulary would 
not fire upon a purely religious 
meeting,’’ he asserted. 


“If there could be any complaint 
against the constabulary,” he con- 
tinued, “it would be against the 
intelligence service, which allowed 
the movement to grow, and to per- 


a 


petrate crimes to such an extent 
that violent measures had to be 


taken to curb them. If this move- | 


ment had been nipped in the bud, 
there would have been no need 
for the skirmishes.” 


The sect, according to McIntyre, | 
is now virtually harmless, as the | 
members have been scattered. They | 
came originally, he said, from the 
provinces of Leyte and Samar, 
where they had not given much 
trouble. ,After they concentrated 
on the @6land of Bucas they de- 
manded that the other inhabitants 
of the island make way for them. 

The local newspapers, particular- 
ly those near Bucas, McIntyre said, 
were vehement against the sect 
and demanded that the constabu- 
lary take even more violent action 
against the newcomers than had 
been taken. He gaid that accord- 


_— 


the island. 


Filipino Attracted by Mystery. 

McIntyre maintained that the 
bureau had no chronological his- 
tory of the trouble. 


“There are many local religions 
in the islands,”"’ McIntyre explained, 
“because the Filipino is attracted 
bq mystical performances. A born 
leader with superior mental equip- 
ment often makes use of these su- 
perstitious and religious feelings to 
gain power. As long as the natives / 
remain peaceful the constabulary 
does not interfere in their worship. 


“These leaders, however, often 
convince their followers that they 
can preserve them from violent 
death by ‘anting-antings,’ a charm, 
usually in the form of an amulet, 
which will protect the wearer from 
bullets. When we capture a vil- 
lage we find thousands of these 
talismans.” 


McIntyre sald he M!4 not know 
who the leader. of the - Colorums 
was, but presumed he was a per- 
son similar to Aglipay, a renegade 
Catholic priest, who declared him-" 
self pope on one of the islands.

WOMAN.—The party conventions 
to nominate presidential and vice 
presidential candidates are not 
recognized by the Constitution, nor 
fave their nominations any legal 
binding force, but the electors, 
subsequently nominated and elect- 
ed for the sole purpose of giving 
the vote of the State to a certain 
party candidate, are as securely 
bound to that course of action by 
custom and honor as they would 
be by statute. Various plans for 
altering the system of electing the 
President have been considered by 
Congress at different times and 
such measures are pending in the 
present Congress. The only step 
ever taken, however, was in 1887, 
when a law was passed to cover 
the contingency of rival electoral 
colleges and disputed returns. Un- 
der the terms of that act each 
State is conceded to have the right 
of determining all controversies or 
contests regarding the appoint- 
ment of its own presidential elec- 
tors. The Electoral College is the 
body of electors chosen at the No- 
vember election every four years 
to select the President and vice 
president of the United States. The 
expression does not appear in the 
Constitution or statutes but is a 
popular designation of the elec- 
tors. The number of electors from 
each State is equal to the whole 
|number of representatives which 
the State sends to both branches 
of Congress. They are nominated 
i by the political machinery of the 
various States, one set to each par- 
tv participating in the election.

| through it once or twice, dependinr 

| upon the strength desired. Th 

coffee should be finely ground o 
' pulverized for use by this method. 
| Devices for making filtered coffee 

are sometimes called filters. It 
, Can not be well made in the ordi- 

nary percolator. Filtered coffee is 
| most desirable for after dinner or 
| black coffee. 

Percolated coffe: 
ruined if the process is continued 

| after the coffee has reached the 
| strength desired. he glass top is 
provided in the top of the percola- 
| tor for the especia] purpose of ob- 
serving when the coffee has 
reached this stage. At this point 
| breakfast should be served. 
If coffee has to stand do not a!- 
| low it to boil longer: merely keep 
it hot and plug the spout with clean 
cotton or paper so that the arom 
may not escape. 

Some persons still prefer the 
flavor of coffee made by boiling. 
Properly made no one can dispute 
its deliciousness. The objection to 
t is that it is so seldom well made. 
The best method is to mix thor- 
oughly the desireg amount of cof- 
fee with the white of an egg and a 
little cold water. Place in a cof- 
fee pot, add boiling water and al- 
low it to boil up once. lower the 
heat and keep the coffee hot while 
| — Srounds into a 

“100 Serving pot to prevent serving 
“muddy” coffee. 

The amount of coffee ysed de- 
pends upon the aq lality of the cof- 
fee, fineness of grounds, 
and method of preparation 
used. Fora “light-weicht” or weak 
coffee one tablespoon of coffee to 
& cup of water is used. two table- 
spoons gives a coffee of medium 
strength and three gives a strong, 
black coffee.

Not Decrying Men. 

She has expressive white hands.

They show their devotion fn all the 
subtle attentions manifesting the 
woman's tmportant position in 
their lives. They may be utterly 
worthless, unscrupulous, and phi- 
landerers by nature, but at least 
they realize the strange, composite 
character of womankind, and prove 
this knowledge by their actions.
